OR YEARS, we have been 
receiving letters from fans in 
the Pacific Northwest that always 
seem to begin the same way: Dear 
Sirs—Why do you people hate 
Roddy Piper so much? 
The letters would then go on to 
describe Piper as a man of 


character and honor. Admittedly, 
we would ignore the letters, 


because we felt we knew Roddy 
Piper better than any fan. 

Of course, we realized that 
Piper had wrestled asa fan favorite 
during his stay in the Northwest. 
ignored 


But we that. too, 


considering it more of a 
matchmaking situation than 
anything else. You see, we thought 
we knew the real Roddy Piper. 

I recently looked back over 
some of the stories and columns 
we have written on Piper. The 
adjectives we used to describe him 
are not flattering. We called hima 
loudmouth, we called him a 
troublemaker, we called him cruel 
and unfeeling. We even called him 
a coward. 

Rod Piper is no coward. 

In early August, in Raleigh, 
North Carolina, Roddy Piper was 
responsible for one of the bravest 
acts aman can perform. He put his 
life in jeopardy to save another 
human being. In fact, his bravery 
was responsible for saving the lives 
of many human beings. It is astory 
you may have already read in the 
newspapers or seen on television. 
But I think it deserves to be 
recounted here. 

Piper was walking down a 
crowded Raleigh street when he 
heard cries for help ina parking lot. 
Running to see if he could help, 
Piper saw a berserk man with a 
knife terrorizing a group of 
children. What would you have 
done in a situation like this? Most 
of us would probably either stand 
there transfixed by fear or run to 
get a policeman. Either way, it 
might mean the wounding or death 
of one of the children. Piper 
charged at the knife-wielding man 
without a thought about his own 
safety. He was able to disarm the 
madman, but not until after Piper 
had sustained a knife wound in 
the chest. 

Soon, the man was taken away 
and the children were safe again. 
Piper did not even wait around to 
be thanked. In his own mind he 
had done what he had to do. He 
had done the-right thing, and Rod 
Piper feels it is wrong to accept 
thanks for doing what should 
be done. 

But the story does not end here. 
Piper refused to take any credit for

to the canvas, NWA cham- 
pion Ric Flair struggled to escape 
the powerful hold of Butch Reed. 
The champ squirmed, twisted and 
turned, but could not break free. 
After three incredible seconds, the 
match was over. Reed leaped in the 
air, elated at his victory 
and championship. 

It didn’t take Reed long to 
discover’ that all he had was a 
victory. The pin took place in a 
five-minute extension granted the 
wrestlers after the 30-minute time 
limit had officially expired. Reed 
hadn’t won in regulation time. As 
Flair knew, a title can’t change 
hands during an extension. Flair 
knows all the angles. 

When hearing that he’d won the 
battle and lost the war, Reed was 
outraged. He swore that the NWA 
belt had been stolen from him. 

“I didn’t ask for the extension,” 
Reed pointed out, “Flair did. He 
engineered the entire thing. All I 
did was accept his challenge. I won 
the match fair and square. If] wina 
title match, I should win the title. 

“T don’t care what some clown in 
the NWA office decided before | 
was born. That’s no rule a wrestler 
would have written. A match is a 
match all the way through. Today, 
Flair is walking around with my 
belt because of a technicality. 

“Look, I hate to sound like I’m 
whining. It’s just that I’ve never 
been so hurt in my life. ’'ve dreamt 
of winning the NWA title since I 
was a kid. My dream came true, 
only to have some pencil pusher in 
an office tell me it is still only 
a dream. I feel like I’ve been 
punched in the gut by a 
battering ram. 

“What’s more, this kind of thing 
cheapens all wrestling. When a 
smoothie like Flair can use the 
rulebook to gain some unfair 
advantage over an opponent, it 
shows that wrestling isn’t really 
decided by what happens in the 
ring. A man can use the rulebook 
to destroy the spirit of the sport.

AUL ORNDORFF EASED 

himself into the lounge chair 
and heaved a sigh of relaxation. 
It was clear that his bones and 
muscles were aching, and he 
probably planned on not getting 
up again for at least an hour 
or two. 

That pleased me. | wanted an 
interview with Orndorff, and | 
didn't feel like following him all 
over Atlanta. 

That happens sometimes. A 
wrestler will come out of a 
match with so much adrenaline 
still pumping in his system that 
he simply has to hit the-nightlife 
to work it all off. 

Not Paul Orndorff, and | was 
thankful for that. | had become 
tired myself simply from 
watching him wrestle Jimmy 
Snuka. | could only imagine 
what the experience must have 
been for him. 

Of course, there was more 
than physical exertion involved 
in this confrontation. Snuka and 
Orndorff were tag team partners 
at one time. More than simply 
tag team partners, they had 
been champions, holding the 
NWA tag team championship 
belts together. 

To see former partners, 
former friends, wrestling each 
other with such bitterness and 
contempt was a draining 
experience as well. 

And again, |! could only 
imagine what the experience 
must have been for Orndorff. 

| asked Orndorff what it felt 
like to be wrestling against a

former tag team partner. 

“It's very hard to describe,’’ 
said Orndorff. “| have very mixed 
emotions about that match with 
Snuka. In one sense, | have to 
hate him, because he’s my 
opponent. If you want to win a 
match, you have to build up a 
hate for your opponent. That 
feeling helps you to gain an extra 
edge, and in some cases it can 
make the difference between 
victory and defeat. 

“But in another way | have a 
lot of sympathy for Jimmy,” 
Orndorff continued. ‘‘We were 
tag partners; | know him as well 
as anyone else in wrestling. | 
don't think that he should be 
hooked up with Captain Lou 
Albano. It’s not good for Jimmy, 
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because he could be doing so 
much more with his career.”’ 

| pointed out that it seems as if 
Snuka is going through the 
same kinds of problems now 
that Orndorff did nearly a 
year ago. 

“Well, in a way you're right, 
Stu,” Orndorff replied. ‘| had 
been feuding with Ted DiBiase 
at the time, but | soon realized 
that | was on the wrong track as 
far as my outlook on wrestling 
went, and |! changed. Now 
DiBiase himself has gotten onto 
that same track that | used to be 
on, and | hope he comes to his 
senses soon. | don't like to seea 
good man waste his talents 
like that. 

“And that’s another reason 


why it hurt me so much to be 
wrestling against Jimmy,” 
Orndorff continued. ‘’! really feel 
he is wasting his talents by 
staying with Albano. Make no 
mistake about it, Snuka is one of 
the most talented men in the 
entire sport today. He’s got the 
physique, he’s got the skills and 
the moves, and his experience is 
growing greater each year. More 
than that, he /earns from each 
match. Every time he wrestles, 
whether it’s win, lose, or draw, 
Snuka comes away from that 
match with something he didn’t 
have when he stepped into that 
ring. It may be a little grain of 
knowledge that he never had 
before, or a fine-tuning of one 
of his maneuvers, or something

else altogether. No matter what, 
he always gains something new 
and valuable out of every one of 
his matches, and that’s where 
he is truly talented. 

“| can only hope that he learns 
quickly how he is_ wasting 
himself with Albano,’’ Orndorff 
said. “| would really like to be 
able to sit down and talk with 
Jimmy for a while. | think that 
since | know him-:so well from 
our tag days together, | might be 
able to talk some sense into him. 
I'd sure like to give it a try, at 
least, | know that much.” 

| wondered aloud whether 
there was anyone else in 
wrestling who could talk to 
Snuka in the way that Orndorff 
wished he had the chance to. 

“| doubt it,’’ said Orndorff. 
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“The only other person | might 
think would even come close is 
Terry Gordy, but to the best of my 
knowledge, Terry and Jimmy’s 
relationship together was purely 
and strictly business. 

“There was a time,” said 
Orndorff, his voice dropping to a 
hush, “when | think Jimmy 
really considered me a friend.” 


Nobody was more surprised than Snuka 
when Orndorff survived his “death 
leap” from the top turnbuckle (above 
left). He shouldn’t have been, though. 
Snuka, who held the NWA tag team 
title with Orndorff in 1979 (above), 
should have known just how tough his 
former partner is.

ring. That won't help Orndorff to 
help Snuka, and it won't help 
Snuka to escape Albano.

ANY FANS FELT it was 

the grudge matchrof the year. 

In one corner, David Von Erich. 

He had raised many eyebrows and 

created one of the largest 

controversies in recent memory 

when he apparently turned his 

back on his father, Fritz, and his 
two brothers, Kevin and Kerry. 

In the other corner, Dory Funk 


The Funk-Von Erich combination did not last. After a short while, Von Erich Jr. When David turned away from 
realized the error of his ways. his family, it was Dory whom he 
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turned to. Dory took David onas if 
he were his own son, training and 


advising him, and_ eventually 
guiding him to the Southern title. 

But David soon realized that the 
moves and methods he was 
learning from Dory were not the 
moves and methods on which he 
wanted to base the rest of 
his career. 

So David, in the words of one 
observer, “came to his senses.” He 
renounced the ways and teachings 
of the Funks and returned to the 
Von Erich family fold. 

When a promoter suggested a 
match be set up between Von Erich 
and Funk, David was only too 
happy to comply. 

In a pre-match press conference, 
David Von Erich was eager to 
speak about the situation. 

“I can’t wait to step into the ring 
with that imbecile,” said David. “I 
really want to teach him a lesson 
about wrestling and about people. 

“You know,” David continued, 
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toehold (below). 


“Dory thinks he has a lot of 
advantages over me, and maybe in 
some ways he does. Sure, he’s got 
some years on me and he’s got ring 
experience on me, but as far as I’m 
concerned, the years and 
experience he does have over me 
are worthless.” 

One reporter asked David why 
he decided to leave the Funk camp 
and return to his family. 

“It took a little bit of time for 
things to sink in,’’ David 
explained, “but I finally realized 
that 1 didn’t want to win my 
matches the way Funk was 
teaching me to win matches. What 
goes on in the ring is a large part of 
a wrestler’s life. Hell, it’s easily the 
most important part of his life. But 
once you step out of that ring you 
have to live with yourself. You 
have to be able to go to sleep at 
night with a clear conscience. 

“T knew that if I kept on going 
the way Funk was teaching me,” 
David continued, “I would soon

reach the point where | wouldn't be 
able to live with myself. It’s a tough 
realization, and it came pretty hard 
to me. When | first hooked up with 
Squiggy, I thought he had all the 
answers. But I'll tell you, ’'d rather 
quit wrestling than be Dory Funk 
Jr.’s puppet. It’s not easy to admit 
to yourself that you made a drastic 
mistake, but I had to admit that, 
and I had to get away from the 
Funks for my own good.” 

Another reporter wondered 
whether David’s winning the 
Southern title under the tutelage of 
the Funks cheapened that title 
at all. 

“Yes and no,” replied David. “I 
think that Iam capable of winning 
the belt at any time, and I! did 
defeat Jack Brisco for the belt, not 
a easy task by any stretch of the 
imagination. But I won the belt 
using the tactics of the Funks, and 
when I realized later on that | 
didn’t want to win that way, it 
cheapened the title for 


me immediately. 

“On the other hand,” David 
continued, “once I decided to 
return to the Von Erich style of 
wrestling, to a style of wrestling 
that I have readopted and that I 
hope to keep my own for a long 
time to come, I feel I brought a 
small measure of respect back to 
the belt. It was respect from the 
fans that simply wasn’t there when 
the championship was existing in 
the shadow of the Funks. 

“Sure, I lost the title to Derek 
Draper,” David said, “but I did so 
with honor. I’d rather lose a title

with honor and respect than wina 
title with underhanded cheating. 
'That’s one of the most basic rules 
of sportsmanship that Dory Funk 


Jr. will never understand as long as 
he lives.” 

The press conference over, 
David prepared for his match 
against Dory. 

The fans in the arena, fully 
aware of the situation that 
surrounds the two men, were well 
prepared to witness what could 
well be one of the year’s 
top matches. 

As the ring announcer spoke the 
names of David Von Erich and 
Dory Funk Jr., the combatants 
emerged from their respective 
dressing rooms fully prepared to 
settle the differences between them 
once and for all. 

David made the first move, 
attacking Dory even before David 
removed his jacket. David was ona 
rampage, and he was ready and 
willing to repay Dory for the long 
months of doubt and pain he had 
suffered. After several minutes, 
Funk determined that he could not 
match his rival’s intensity. Rather 
than try to wrestle his way back, he 
threw up his hands and simply 
walked back to the dressing room. 

Several minutes of pain in return 
for several months of agony. 
David Von Erich felt it was a 
square deal. Dory Funk Jr. was not 
so sure. O 
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KAY, OKAY, SO maybe I 

am the kind of guy who carries 
a grudge. I don’t like to be that 
way, but let’s be serious. After all, 
the man broke Bruno Sam- 
martino’s neck! 

I just don’t like him. Big man, 
lots of words, but he’s just one card 
short of a full deck between 
the ears. 

I can see the mail coming in 
right now: 

Dear Matt: What’s wrong with 
you, you drunken old fool? Can't 
you recognize talent when you see 
it? Don’t you realize that Stan 
Hansen is a champion? A 
champion! He’s the co-holder of 
the tag team championship for the 
entire NWA, and you dismiss him 
as if he was a prelim bum! Sober 
up, you idiot, and~start to 
acknowledge real talent once in 
a while. 

Well, it won’t be the first time. 

All right, let’s go down the list 
and see what he’s got going for him: 

e The lariat, the weapon he used 
to break Bruno’s neck. So 
devastating a finishing move that 
it’s been banned by many state 
athletic commissions across

the country. 

e He’s being advised by J.J. 
Dillon, one of the most insidious 
men ever to get involved in the 
sport of wrestling. 

e He’s one of the most vicious 
brawlers in the entire sport, a 
reputation that should invite the 
disgust of every - right-thinking 
wrestling fan, but which Hansen 
himself is extremely proud of.

Have you ever seen Hansen and 
Brody together in the same tag 
team? Probably not. Most states 
won't even consider giving that 
combination a license to wrestle, 
and the few states that do only 
grant a temporary license, stating 
that the combination of Hansen 
and Brody is too dangerous to be 
allowed in the ring. 

Smart states. 

Hell, I just don’t know where to 
stop with this guy. Then again, he 
never knows where to stop with his 
opponents. No mercy from the big, 
bad man from Borger, Texas. No 
mercy and no way to defeat him. 

Scientific wrestling will never 
defeat Hansen, because his 
brawling tactics will just 
overwhelm you. Try and meet him 
on his own rulebreaking terms, and 
you'll still lose. He’s too big and 
too mean. 

If you’re a wrestler, my advice to 
you is just to stay away from this 
guy. No, come to think of it, no 
matter who youare, the best advice 
I can give you is to stay out of 
Hansen’s way. The man himself 
ought to be a registered weapon.

pursed together in frustration 
and aggravation. He was watching 
tapes of Andy Kaufman that he 
had seen many times before. They 
showed Kaufman goading Lawler 
into a wrestling match, degrading 


his Tennessee heritage, and 
boasting about his own Hbolly- 
wood lifestyle. 

They were tapes that were made 
and sent to Tennessee during the 
weeks prior to the April 5, 1982, 
wrestling match between Lawler 
and Kaufman. Their purpose, as 
far as Kaufman was concerned, 
was to incite and anger Lawler. 
They succeeded. Lawler was 
angry enough to send Kaufman to 
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the hospital with a pair of piledrivers. 

Lawler watched ‘these tapes 
sandwiched between Kaufman 
and television host David 
Letterman. The occasion was a 
taping of Letterman’s Late Night 
program, and the tapes were being 
shown to the studio and home 
audiences to give them some 
background on the feud between 
Lawler and Kaufman. It was the 
first time since April 5 that the two 
men have been in the same 
room together. 

When the tapes were over, 
Letterman asked Kaufman why he 
had sent the tapes to Tennessee. 

“Well, I don’t see how a person 
could get so mad from that,” 


Kaufman explained as Lawler 
looked on in disgust. “I think he 
[Lawler] was taking it too seriously.” 

Kaufman then pointed out that 
he felt Lawler owed him an apology, 
saying, “I apologized for all the 
wrestling I’ve ever done, all the 
abuse I’ve ever given the people 
that didn’t understand what I was 
doing, and I simply think an 
apology is in order.” 

Letterman then asked Lawler 
whether he felt an apology would 
be an equitable solution. 

“No, I don’t think I owe him an 
apology,” replied Lawler. “You 
know, he says it was all a big joke.

wanted to hurt Kaufman when he 
executed two piledrivers against 
the comedian in their April 5 match. 
“Well, yeah,” said Lawler, “I felt I 
had to hurt him.” 
“In all the matches and all the 


women I wrestled,” Kaufman shot 
back, “I was bigger than most of 
them, and not once did anyone 
ever get hurt. I never had to 
prove anything.” 

“This is something I take very 


seriously,” Lawler explained as 
Letterman and a_ national 
television audience looked on. “He 
did it all for publicity. That’s why 
he’s still wearing . . . | don’t know if 
it’s aneck brace ora flea collar, but 
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a

he doesn’t need to wear it this long. 
He’s milking it for every bit of 
publicity he can get, and that’s all 
he’s doing.” 

Kaufman and Lawler then began 
to argue back and forth about their 
match. Kaufman maintained that 
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he was: still owed an apology, 
telling Lawler, “If you’re the man 
you think you are, you 
would apologize.” 

Kaufman admitted that the April 
5 match was entered into asa joke, 
and Lawler pointed out that 


wrestling is not a joke. “Did you 
laugh when you were laying in the 
hospital?” Lawler asked Kaufman. 

The argument. was getting 
extremely heated when Letterman 
rang a timekeeper’s bell he had 
hidden under his desk. The

audience laughter and the break in 
the tension was only temporary; 
however, as Lawler and Kaufman 
were once again at verbal war 
seconds later. 

Letterman asked if the entire 
match was fixed, if in fact Lawler 
and Kaufman are really friends 
outside of the ring. 

“T couldn’t warm up to this guy if 
we were cremated together,” 
sneered Lawler. “He is a wimp. 
That’s exactly what he thought about 
wrestling, that it’s all a big joke.” 

“Let me-tell you something,” 
Kaufman replied angrily, “My 
father said, my manager said, 
everybody said that I could have 
gone to a lawyer and I could have 
sued you for everything you’re 
worth, but I didn’t. All I want is an 
apology. I could have sued you for 
everything you’re worth, but | 
didn’t because I’m not that kind 


of guy.” 

“What kind of a guy are you?” 
Lawler asked, condescension 
dripping from every syllable. 

Lawler then stood up from his 
chair, fed up with Kaufman’s 
incessant pleas for an apology, and 
smacked Kaufman across the face 
knocking him out of his chair and 
onto the floor. 

Four minutes’ worth of 
commercials later, Kaufman was 
back on his feet screaming 
at Lawler: 

“I am sick and tired of this 
[bleep]. You are full of [bleep] my 
friend, and I will sue you for 
everything you've got. I will sue 
your [bleep], you’re a [bleep] 
[bleep]! I will get you for this!” ~ 

Kaufman punctuated his 
remarks by throwing Letterman’s 
coffee in Lawler’s face. Lawler 
lunged at Kaufman again, but the 


comedian retreated to the safety of 
the backstage area. 

“He deserved everything he 
got,” said Lawler in a telephone 
interview the following day, “and 
he didn’t even get all that he 
deserved. He’s a wimp. I’m not 
afraid of any of his threats.” 

A spokesman for Andy 
Kaufman, however, told Pro 
Wrestling Illustrated that Lawler’s 
nationally televised attack had 
aggravated the neck injury that 
originally occurred during the 
April 5 wrestling match, and that a 
lawsuit will be filed in the very 
near future. 

It appears as if the final chapter 
of the Lawler-Kaufman feud will be 
written not in the wrestling arena, 
but rather in the legal arena. It 
could be a confrontation that will 
cost Lawler far more than any 
pinfall would. O

a brief moment he was not 
thinking about anything but his 
true love—professional wrestling.

Bruno Sammartino and Pedro 
Morales had been destroyed. 

Seeing clearly but still blinded 
by hatred, Sammartino and 
Morales stood inches apart as 
Kroll concluded his instructions. 
He ordered the two men to shake 
hands. They would not. 

The action at first was very 
fast. Bruno looked good, but 
Pedro looked great. Instead of 
slugging it out like he was 
usually forced to against 
rulebreaker challengers, Morales 
utilized his speed and agility. 
Both wrestlers tried to establish 
an advantage utilizing a 
scientific approach. The crowd 
of 22,508 at New York's Shea 
Stadium (the attendance was held 
down considerably by cool, 
drizzly weather) was split in its 
allegiance. A number of people 
rooted for neither, but were on 
hand to see one of the all-time 
classic confrontations. And it 
was just that. Despite the pre- 
conceived notions of the fans— 
and the combatants—this would 
be a scientific grudge match. At 
no time did either man use an 
illegal maneuver or so much as 
throw a punch. 

At about the 10-minute mark, 
it became quite apparent that 
the hatred that drove both men 
into signing the match had been 


overwhelmed by the respect 
these men have held for each 
other over the past decade, This 
match was a rare opportunity for 
both men to utilize their 
preferred wrestling styles, and 
not have to stoop to the tactics of 
the treacherous opponents they 
usually face. 

An interesting sidelight to 
the match occurred at about the 
30-minute mark. (It must be 
noted here that the ring was set 
up over second base. The 
wrestlers came out of the 
dressing rooms from an opening 
in the fence behind home plate. 
It was a considerable distance 
from the dressing room to the 
ring.) The action inside the ring 
Was at a peak. Morales 
bodyslammed his _ challenger 
twice and climbed to-the top 
turnbuckle. Bruno got to his feet, 
lifted the champ off the 
turnbuckle, threw him to the 
mat, and went for a pin. Morales 
threw Bruno off at the two-count. 

Just then, George Steele (who 
was scheduled to wrestle 
Professor Tanaka later) came 
charging across the _ infield 
toward the ring. Morales and 
Sammartino stopped wrestling. 
Nobody knew who Steele was 
planning to attack. ‘The 
Animal” climbed to the ring

apron where he was greeted by 
a barrage of Sammartino fists. 
Steele fell to the infield and 20 
security guards escorted him 
back to the dressing room. 

The match resumed and 
continued at an even clip the 
rest of the way. At one point, 
Morales accidentally bumped 
Kroll and sent him falling out of 
the ring. The two wrestlers 
waited patiently for the referee 
to recover before continuing the 
battle. 

The 11 -p.m. curfew ended the 
match at the 76-minute mark. 
The official verdict was a draw. 
The fans stood and applauded as 
Bruno and Pedro embraced and 
raised each other's hands. They 
were, in fact, both winners. 

“After the match,” Bruno said 
at the post-match press 
conference with Pedro at his 
side, “| didn’t even remember 
why we were angry at 
each other.” 

Morales put his hand on 
Bruno's shoulder and said, ‘This 
man is the best there ever was in 
wrestling. We will be friends 
forever.” O

Flair isn’t only laughing at me; he’s 
laughing at wrestling. 

“The fans know I’m really 
champion. You should see my 
mail. I still get letters from fans 
telling me they’re sick to their 
stomachs over this. They know I 
won the title. They can’t under- 
stand either why I don’t have 
the belt. 

“This doesn’t mean I’m giving 
up. Far from it. I’m going to make 
Flair pay for this. If it takes every 
last ounce of my strength, if it 
means. the end of my career, don't 
care. Somehow, someway, I’m 
going to beat Flair so bad that he 
can never show his face in an arena 
again. That’s a promise I’m making 
to the fans, the sport, myself, and 
most especially Flair. The man 
is doomed.” 

If any man can accomplish this 
task, experts agree the man is 
Reed. He seems to have made a 
career out of defeating champions 
and ex-champions. His matches 
against Flair and former 


champions Harley Race and Dory 
Funk Jr. are the stuff of 
Florida legend. 

“Yeah,” Butch admits, “I seem 
to wrestle better against guys 
who've held title belts. They are 
better wrestlers, and I guess I get 
up to their level. There’s something 
about having been champion that 
seems to make a wrestler tougher 
and smarter. To beat him, you . 
have to be tougher and 
smarter yourself. : 

“Hell, I don’t believe in 
uncrowned champions. Either you 
have the belt or you don’t. | know 
fans are calling me the uncrowned 
champion, and it’s flattering, but it 
doesn’t mean a bucket of spit. I can 
say I’m the uncrowned champion 
just to make Flair mad, and force 
him to give me another title match, 
but I don’t fool myself into 
thinking that'll get me into the 
record books. Only an official title 
gets you into the record books.” 

Despite the controversy over 
official and unofficial titles, Reed

is working his way into the record 
books without winning a major 
championship. His victories over 
the top men in wrestling have 
proven him to be one of the best 
athletes of his generation. His 
speed and power, along with a 
remarkable wrestling intelligence, 
promise to make him a man to be 
remembered by future generations. 

“Tl be glad to be remembered,” 
Reed says, “but I don’t want it said 
that I was the best wrestler never to 
win the NWA belt. I’m not that 
interested in what they'll say about 
me when I’m gone. The only thing 


that concerns me is what happens 
today and tomorrow. And that had 
better include the NWA belt.” 

Reed is an ambitious young man 
in a hurry to make good. He is 
learning his lessons the hard way. 
These nights, he spends studying 
the NWA rulebook. He won’t be 
fooled again. The next time he wins 
a match against a champion, there 
will be no saving technicalities. 
He’s ready to use his brains as well 
as his brawn. 

“Flair is finished,’ Reed 
promises. “Ill beat him both inside 
and outside the ring. When he 
doesn’t have any tricks left, he 
won't have the belt, either. That’s a 
promise.” 0
